There was a good representative 
attendance at the meetingon Thurs 
day evening to organize a committee 
for this district for the salvage of 
secondary materials for use in the 
war effort, 

Mr ©. E Reiber, Chairman of

The call is for scrap iron, steel, 
aluminum and other metals, bones, 
paper, raga and fats and the people 
throughout Canada are being asked 
more than ever to save these mater 
inls so that they can be used for the 


war effort. 


It was pointed out that due to ne- 
cessity the salvage will be cold 
through the ordinary channels of the 
trade and that all the dealera were 
licensed and supervised, For their 
services the dealers are allowed 50c 
per ton brokerage and $2.00 per ton 
for sorting. breaking and loading. 
The net proceeds for the salvage will 
be forwarded to the committee to 
be dispensed to some war charity. 
In this case the local committee will 
turn the funds over to the Didsbury 
snd district Red Cross for local en-

| Survey Of Western Wheat Crop For | 


| 
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Protein Content High 


1941 Gives Highest Protein 
Content On Record 

The board of grain commissioners’ 
protein survey of western Canada 
Wheat released in Winnipeg states 
the protein content of 1941 red 
spring wheat is the highest on record 
at 15.1 per cent. 

The average protein content, the 
index of baking quality, may prove 
slightly lower than 15.1 per cent. 
when account is taken of wheat from 
certain low-protein areas tn Alberta 
where threshing has been delayed, 
said the report, but it is believed 
that the protein content of the 1941 
crop will still prove to be about one 
per cent. higher than the average for 
the past 12 years. The low protein 
zones ave small and are confined al- 
most entirely to northwestern Al- 
berta, said the report

levels for the three prairie provinces 
With last year's figures in brackets: 
Manitoba 14.5 (14.5), Saskatchewan

“Baby's first pair of shoes. is one 
of the most important pairs in a life- 
time,” said an official of the Health 
League of Canada in a recent ad- 
dress. “The one thing that doesn't 
matter about them is style.” 

Square-toed shoes with straight 
inner edges are what the child needs, 
with plenty of space to allow for 
quick growing, said the speaker. He 
pointed out that the infant bones and 
muscles cannot stand the strain of 
long standing, and are likely to 


“flatten out’ if the child is encour- 


aged to stand or walk too much, 

In adult life, he declared, care of 
the feet was of the first importance 
to general comfort and health. In 
this connection he deplored the tend- 
ency of women's footwear to saeri- 
tice comfort for style. Usually, he 
declared, women’s shoes are too nar- 
row, their soles are too thin, the toes 
too pointed and the heels outrage- 
ously high. 

Narrowness in a shoe is conducive 
to bunions, corns, and sometimes 
over-riding and hammer toes. Point- 
edness in the toe draws the line of 
the foot outward and may cause flat 
fleet. Excessively high heels cause 
an undue load on the arches, which 
may break down under the strain, 
He suggested that many women who 
attempt to reduce their weight by 
taking nostrums or adopting a “re 
ducing diet,” would be better advised 
to wear shoes which would allow of 
their enjoying the exercise of walk- 
ing 

All shoes, whether for men or 
women, should be well-fitting but not 
too tight, he asserted. The wearer's 
toes should not touch the end of the 
shoe, but should have freedom of 
movement He recommended rubber 
heels to absorb the shock in walking
